The Report on the Rangoon ‘Town Police for the year 114, 


RESOLUTION.—The Report on the working of the Rangoon Town Police 
during 1914 is a record of successful administration. In spite of the abnormal 
and trying conditions which prevailed during the last five months of the 
year, the Commissioner of Police is able to report that there was not a single 
case of rioting or disturbance in the town throughout the year, that there was no 
organized gang of either burglars or dacoits, that crime was below normal, and 
that no sensational cases, occurred. Moreover the decrease of crime was 
accompanied by a substantial improvement in regard to detection. The 
sanctioned strength of the force was increased during the year, but there was a_ 
considerable shortage of actual strength, mainly owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining good [Indian recruits. This was the more unfortunate, owing to the 
great amount of extra work thrown on the police on account of the war ; and it 
appears that the health of the force has suffered in consequence. The excellent 
results achieved, as noted above, reilect greater crecit in view of these difficulties. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that with the assistance of recruiting officers in 
India, and by the payment of advances for travelling expenses from India, the 
Commissioner of Police will be able to overcome the difficulty of obtaining 
sufficient Indians of suitable class for service in Rangoon. It is satisfactory to 
note that Burman recruits of a good stamp continue to be readily obtainable. 
With the exception of the staff of the Cantonment police-station, which appears 
to have been out of hand during the latter part of the year, the conduct of the 
force was on the whole good. A large number of officers and men were rewar‘led 
for good work during the year, and one constable was honoured by the grant of 
the King’s Police Medal for conspicuous bravery in saving a child from a burning 


house. 


2. The number of true cases of real crime, cognizable by the police, which 
were investigated by the Rangoon Town Police in 1914, was 1,062, as compared 
with 1,213 in the previous year; and this substantial decrease of crime was 
accompanied by better detection, for the percentage of convictions increased from 
59 in 1913 to 68 in the year under review. The number of offences of grievous 
hurt declined by more than 50 per cent. Dacoities and robberies showed little 
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change, but cases of lurking house trespass or house-breaking declined from 84 
in 1913 to 66 in the year of report. There was a small decrease in the number 
of ordinary thefts, which is very satisfactory, for large decreases in offences of this 
class occurred in 1912 and1913. The vigilance of the night patrols in Rangoon 
is illustrated by the number of prosecutions under sections 30 and 31 of the 
Kangoon Police Act, 1899. These amounted to 413, with 378 convictions, in 
1914, as compared with 310, with 287 convictions, in the previous year. The 
full use made of these preventive sections was doubtless an important factor in 
producing the tranquillity and comparative immunity from crime which the town 
has enjoyed. Useful action was taken by the police in regard to the control of 
firearms, The action which the Commissioner of Police has been able to take 
in regard to Chinese clubs, with the assistance of the Ch'nese Advisory Board, 
is of great importance. The number of these clubs has been reduced from 
twenty-eight to nine, and the office-bearers of these are now the headmen of the 
several Chinese societies. It is hoped that the Advisory Board will continue to 
assist the Commissioner in his efforts to effect the complete exclusion from these 
clubs of all non-members and all persons other than Chinese. The regulation of 
these clubs is a matter of great difficulty, and there is still ample room for 
improvement, but in the meantime there is no doubt that substantial progress has 
been made. Ward headmen as usual gave the police much assistance. The 
Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that a better class of applicants for these 
posts is now available, and that the posts are much sought after. 


3. The Lieutenant-Governor’s best than':s ave due to Mr, Tarleton, and to 
the officers and men under his command, for a year’s successful work, much of it 
in very arduous and difficult circumstances.

PART I.—ADMINISTRATION. 


1. Strength of the force.— An increase of 1 head constable and §1 constables Statement D. 
was sanctioned during the year to provide an adequate leave reserve for the 
constables and to form 3 new beats in the Myetada and Bahan jurisdictions. 

There was a decrease of g men among the Plague Police owing to reduction of 
establishment. 


The following table shows the sanctioned strength on the 31st December

The Plague Police, which had remained a temporary force since its creation 
in 1898, was made permanent on the 22nd October 1914, and this measure has 
given the members of that small force great satisfaction. 


The actual strength of the Rangoon Town Police, inciuding Port Trust, 
Plague and Hackney Carriage Police, on the 31st December 1914 stood at 84 
officers and 1,176 men, t.e. a shortage of 66 men. 


2. Cost of the force.—-The total cost of the force for the year under report Statement D. 
amounted to Rs, 6,19,184 as against Rs. 6,21,162 for the previous year, or a 
decrease of Rs. 1,978. This decrease is due to the reduction of the Plague 
Police establishment and to the shortaye in the force, owing to my being unable 
. to recruit up to strength throughout the year. 


3. Conduct of the force.—There were 22 dismissals, 21 removals and 1 sjatement E. 
discharge during the year under report as compared with 8 dismissals, 25 removals 
and 1 discharge in the year previous.

The large increase of 14 dismissals is a matter for much regret. The men 
of the Cantonment Police-station were responsible for the greater part of this 
increase and there is no doubt that this station got somewhat out of hand during 
the latter portion of the year. It is hoped, however, that the severe measures 
taken will remedy this unsatisfactory state of affairs. Cantonment is one of the 
most unpopular stations in the town, owing to the beats in its jurisdiction bein 
very large, and, from the Indian point of view, most uninteresting. Bahan anid 
Myenigon Police-stations also suffer from the same complaint, and the men in 
these three stations deliberately misbehave themselves in hopes of being 
transferred.

The removals, as detailed above, do not call for any particular comment. 
The 3 men removed for desertion while on leave most probably died in India. 

(in) Drscharges.—The man discharged was a recruit who proved himself 
unfit for the force. 

(iv) Pwnishments,—Excluding dismissals, removals and discharges, 9 
officers and 162 men were otherwise departmentally punished, as against 5 officers 
and 205 men in the previous year. This decrease is satisfactory. All these 
punishments were for minor derelictions of duty. The g officers punished were 4 
European Sergeants and 5 Sub-Inspectors. 

Statement E, 4. Kestgnations—The number of resignations during the year under report 
amounted to 2 officers and 132 men, which is a decrease of 1 officer and an 
increase of 42 mer over the previous year’s figures. 

The 2 officers who resigned’ were European Sergeants who obtained more 
remunerative employment outside the force. Thirty-two out of the 132 resigna- 
tions were of newly joined recruits. The large increase in the number of 
resignations is directly attributable to the outbreak of war, in consequence of 
which the prices of foodstuffs have risen very considerably, making it impossible 
for short service n.en to live in Rangoon on a pay of Rs. 14 per mensem. A 
certain number of resignations were also due to reservists being recalled to the 
colours and to men joining regiments ordered to the front. 

Statement E. 5. Desertions.—Three men are entered in Statement E as having deserted, 
but as already explained, they are men who did not return to duty from long 
leave in India and it is most probable that they have died. 

Statement E, 6. Deaths and penstons, —\nspector Barnes, Deputy Inspector Connell and 
1g men died during the year, and retirements on pension or gratuity numbered 2 
officers and 27 men. The health of the force leaves much to be desired. 
The number of medical certificates granted for hospital and short periods of leave 
have been excessive and there can be no doubt that these certificates are due to 
the heavy and insistent work the men are called upon to perform. 

Statement E, 7. Rewards.—Three officers and 521 men were given money rewards during 
the year. Of the 521 men 518 were rewarded from the Police Keward Fund for 
good patrol work. Two officers were rewarded by mercantile firms for good 
work done in cases in which they were the informants. 
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One officer and -2 men were rewarded by the District Superintendents of 
Police, Insein and Henzada Districts, for arrest of criminals wanted by them. 

Besides the above 1 officer and 29 men were awarded Good Service:Certifi- 
cates for good work done by‘them, and 7 officers and 1 man were commended by 
Magistrates for good case work. Twenty-nine constables were granted stripes 
for arresting criminals, 


One constable was granted the eh Police Medal in the New Year Honours 
for conspicuous bravery in saving the life of a child frem a burning house with 
considerable risk to his life. 


8. Training.—Three hundred and seventy-three men were trained during the 
year as against 383 in the previous year. Of these 151 were old men sent for 
recurrent training, the remaining 232 being recruits. There has been a consider- 
able increase in the figures of the men sent for recurrent training and this increase 
would have been far greater had | not been handicapped by the large gaps Icft in 
the force owing to the want of recruits, thus compelling me to stop recurrent 
training altogether to enable stations to carry on work. 


9. Recrutting.—Excluding 4 constables whose services were received on StatementE, 
transfer from other districts 224 men were enlisted during the year, this total 
including 6 European Sergeants and 3 men enlisted direct as head constables. ‘The 
remaining 215 men were sent to the Depdt and were disposcd of as follows :—

Burman recruits of a good stamp have been readily obtainable and no difh- 
culty has been experienced in recruiting up to full strength, but as reyards 
Indians the supply both as reyards quality and quantity has been most unsatis- 
factory. The shortage of Indians in the force has been about 60 practically 
throughout the year and the situation has become much more acute at the time 
of writing this report. Government have recently sanctioned a scheme by which 
advances to pay the travelling expenses of recruits from India may be made, and 
[ am in communication with recruiting authorities in India and with the Inspectors- 
General of Police of the United Provinces and the Punjab, and hope that the 
scheme will yield good results. 


10. Buildings.—No new buildings have been erected during the year. 
Extensions and improvements to the quarters and Police Club in the Mogul Street 
Guard have been carried out and are much appreciated by the European Police. 


11. Lnspections.—All the stations and outposts have been inspected regularly 
by the Circle Inspectors and District Superintendents of Police concerned and 
the same have been thorough and satisfactory. | have personally inspected every 
police-station and outpost during the year. 


12. General Remarks.—A considerable amount of extra work has been 
thrown on the rank and file owing to the shortage in the force. ‘To counterbalance 
this shortage the old p:rnicious system of 3 men to a beat has had to be 
reverted to in many stations and the result has been that the health of the force 
has suffered. The number of certificates granting short periods of leave issued 
by the medical authorities in consequence of overwork due to shortage has further 
increased the strainon the fitmen. The re-organization scheme referred to under 
this head in the 1913 report has been partially sanctioned from the tst March 
provided that the necessary funds can be made available. The portion of the 

scheme that remains unsanctioned due to financial considerations is that provid- 
ing for 6 men to each beat, and in view of the fact of my being unable to keep the 
existing force up to sanctioned strength, there would have been no utility in this 
portion of the scheme being sanctioned. 
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PART II].—CRIME AND THE WORKING OF THE POLICE. 


13. Brief outline of matters affecting the criminal administration of the 
Zown.—The year has been marked by a general decrease in all classes of prevent- 
able crime coupled with a marked improvement in the measure of success attained 
in dealing with it. The diminution in the volume of crime ts distinctly traceable 
to the outbreak of hostilities with Germany and Austria in August and later in the 
year with Turkey. Immediately on the outbreak of hostilities a force of 200 
armed Military Police was thrown into the town for guard and patrol purposes 
and the dadmashes who might otherwise have given trouble during the first alarm 
on the outbreak of uostilities, were effectively cowed and controlled by means of 
these extra guards and patrols. As time progressed, the many wild and absurd 
rumours set afloat about raids by aircraft and German armies marching on 
Rangoon had, from a police point of view, a yood effect, as criminals from the 
surrounding districts were deterred thereby from coming to Rangoon and commit- 
ting crime. Thesynchronising of the Bakr-1-/d with the declaration of war against 
Turkey was a matter for some anxiety, but the elaborate precautions taken 
coupled with the fact of the news being held back till after the festival, effectively 
controlled the situation. The ‘‘ rounding up,” registration, release on parole and 
surveillance of enemy subjects added very considerably to the work of the police. 
These enemy subjects were the cause of much intrigue in the town and the 
eventual despatch of all within the combatant limits of age to Ahmednagar, 
relieved the situation which was fast becoming unbearable. Allowing them to 
remain at large in Rangoon was interpreted as signs of weakness and fear. 


The police of the Port Division have had to bear the brunt of the additional 
work due to the war, and to meet these extra duties it has been kept up to full 
strength at the expense of the other divisions of the town. <A very large number 
of Sikhs from the Far East have passed through Rangoon en route for India and 
under the Ingress into India Ordinance it has been necessary to carefully watch 
all these men and to inform the Indian authorities of their advent. The first 
intimation we had of the abnormal number of men of the Punjab returning from 
the Far East was the arrival of 150 truculent Vancouver Sikhs by the S:S. 
“Tosa Maru” who rapidly spread themselves all over the town and created a 
considerable amount of mischief by their seditious propaganda. Effective control 
was exercised over all subsequent arrivals from the Far East. 


Messrs. Stewart and Todd, Assistant Superintendents of Police, who were 
posted to Rangoon on special duty in connection with foreigners, worked hard 
and well and were of the greatest assistance to me, and Mr. Bell, Deputy 
Superintendent of Police, who was on special duty in Rangoon in connection 
with the Arms Act and who was made special Inspecting Officer under the rules 
framed under the Ingress into India Ordinance, has worked throughout with great 
zcal and energy. With the exception of the abnormal conditions created by the 
war, a brief sketch of which has been given above, the year, froma police point of 
view, has been an uneventful one. There have been no organized gangs of 
shekceaut or dacoits, crime has been below normal and no sensational cases have 
occurred, 


14. Cogutzable crtme.—The year under report exhibits an increase of 475 
truc cases under all six classes of crime as compared with the previous year, the 
totals being 12,405 for 1914 as against 11,930 for 1913. The comparative table 
given below shows that the whcle of this increase is due to more prosecutions 
under special and local laws :—

True crime, #.e. offences falling under the Indian Penal Code, decreased by 
142 and this decrease is attributable mainly to decreases in offences relating to 
currency notes and bank notes, grevious hurt, lurking house-trespass or house- 
breaking, thefts and criminal breach of trust.

During the year under report investigation was refused in 161 cases under 
Classes I to V as against 144 cases in 1913, the percentage of refusals having thus 
risen from 11 to 13. 

















15. Non-cognizable crime.—The Magisterial returns show a total of B.5t4 gna 
true non-cognizable cases for 1914 as compared with 7,881 for 1913. The ” i 
increase of 633 cases is due to more prosecutions under the Indian Ports Act, 

XV of 1908. 

16, Summary of crime.—Taking true crime, #.e. offences coming under the Statement 
first five classes of Statement A, Part 1, the return shows that 1,062 true cases ’ 
were investigated by the police as against 1,213 in the previous ycar, being a 
decrease of 15: cases.

The above figures are exclusive of cases in which investigation was refused 
and the more important classes of crime thus show a decreas® of 162 cases. 

17. Detectton.—The decrease in true crime is coupled with better detection, Statement 
for out of the total of 1,062 true cases under the first five classes of crime investi- oe ae l 


gated by the police convictions were obtained in 725 as against 721 convictions 
out of 1,213 true cases in 1913, 1.e. a percentage of 68 as against 59. The 
increase of g per cent. in the figure of merit is due to better detection of 
important cases of lurking house trespass or house-breaking, etc., and thefts. 

As regards persons, the figure of merit is the same as in the previous year,

18, Sesstons cases.—The details of Sessions cases remain practically the same. 
Forty-five cases were tried by the Court of Sessions during the year under report 
31 ending in conviction and 14 in acquittal against 46 cases in the previous year 
of which 30 ended in conviction and 13 in acquittal, 2 were withdrawn and 1 
re-trial ordered. 
| The results are a slight improvement on those of last year. 

19. il eae have nothing to add to or take away from the remarks 
made by me last year under this head. At a conference of District Police Officers 
presided ove: by a Deputy Inspector-General of Police, the complaints of want 
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‘of co-operation on the part of the Rangoon Police were renewed and a resolution 


was passed to the effect that if proper co-operation was to be secured, it would be 
necessary to place the Rangoon Police under the Inspector-General of Police. 
This resolution was proposed and seconded by two District Superintendents of 
Police whose districts happened to be far removed, several districts intervening 
between theirs and Rangoon. The reason for moving this resolution was that 
some few crimes in districts had been committed by Rangoon men and that the 
Rangoon Police had neither prevented the commission of nor detected these 
crimes. WhenI mention the fact that no less than sixty-one persons were 
arrested for districts by the Rangoon Police either on their own initiative or on 
the requests of district police officers, it will be seen that the complaints of want 
of co-operation levelled at the Rangoon Police have no foundation in fact. 


Comments of the several Classes of Crime. 


20. Class [.—This class of crime exhibits a decrease of no less than 76 cases, 
the totals being 38 true cases for 1914 as against 114 for the year previous. 
The whole of this decrease is due to offences relating to the forgery of currency 
notes. Only 26 cases as against 102 in 1913 came to notice, and all of these 
were the forgeries for which Phoa Bon Sick was arrested in Batavia in 1912. 
No new forgeries and no further case of the new series of forgeries mentioned in 
last year’s report have come to notice I am glad to say. The remaining classes 
of crime under this main head call for no special comment. Notasingle case of 
noting or disturbance of any sort occurred in the ‘Town throughout the year. 

21. Class [].—This class of crime also exhibits a decrease of 41 cases, the 
figures being 184 truce cases in 1913 as against 143 true cases during the year 
under report. 

The comparative table given below exhibits the details of this decrease, and 
from this it wil be seen that grievous hurt and criminal force cases account for 
practically the whole of the decrease: —

Of the 12 cases of murder § ended in conviction and 2 out of the 3 
cases of culpable homicide were also prosecuted to conviction. The only case 
of murder calling for detailed comment is that of the murder of Excise Inspector 
Mr. Foster on the 25th October. He had made a successful raid for liquor ina 
house in Mahlwagon quarter and while taking away the Chinaman whom he had 
arrested, he was set upon by a crowd of Chinamen armed with sticks and done 
to death. Mr. Foster defended himself with his revolver and wounded a Chinaman 
named Htan Choo, but in spite of his defence he was battered down and killed. 
The wounded Chinaman Htan Choo and another named Shan You were arrested 
the same day and were eventually sentenced to 2 years’ rigorous imprisonment 
each under Section 332, Indian Penal Code. The ringleader in this murderous 
assault was a notorious Chinaman named Tin Ma who has unfortunately succeeded 
in evading arrest though a reward has been offered for his apprehension. 

The motives for the majority of the remaining cases of murder were the 
hale ones of jealousy and revenge. One murder was the result of a drunken 
brawl. 
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The large decrease in grievous hurt cases has unfortunately not been 
accompanied by the same measure of success as was obtained in the previous 
year, the figure of merit having fallen from 70 per cent. of convictions to 62 per 
cent. 

The comparative table below gives the figure of merit under Class II as a

The measure of success obtained under this class as evidenced by the 
percentage of cases ending in conviction to true cases investigated by the police 
shows a considerable improvement. Convictions were obtained in 53 cases out 
of go investigated by the police in 1914 as compared with 54 out of 117 in the 
previous year ; the percentage being 58'9 for 1914 as against 46'2 for 1913. 

(ii) Brief details of the two dacoities are as follows :— 

(2) At about 1 a.m. on the 25th February complainant Abdul Hakim was 
attacked by 7 men whilst crossing the Pegu River from Syriam to Rangoon and 
was relieved of property valued at Rs. 449. Three men were arrested of whom 
one was sent up for trial, but owing to the informant going back on the statement 
made by him tothe police, the case ended in discharge. 

(4) The second dacoity was committed on the 21st April at 8-30 p.m., the 
house of Maung Po Shwe of Bahan being attacked by 8 men armed with dahs 
and 2 revolvers, who carried off cash and currency notes to the total value of 
Rs. 1,739. Eight men were arrested for this dacoity and property to the value of 
Rs. 220 was recovered. Six of the eight arrested were sent for trial, four 
eventually being convicted. The prompt detection of this case broke up this 
gang of dadmashes who might otherwise have given considerable trouble. 

(iii) Of the 13 robberies committed during the year, 8 ended in detec- 
tion and 5 remain undetected. These results compare favourably with the 
previous year’s figures, the figure of merit having risen from 55 to 62. With one 
exception all thirteen of the robberies were of a petty nature not calling for any 
detailed notice. The serious robbery was one committed on the 2oth January in 
Natozu Village in Ahlon when the house of one Ma Shwe Mo was attacked by 
four men armed with dahs, daggers and a revolver and property to the total value 
of Rs. § 55 was taken. The robbers fired one shot when leaving ; four men were 
arrested and sent for trial of whom three were convicted under Section 392, Indian 
Penal Code, and sentenced to 10 years’ transportation each. The detection of this 
case broke up a nest of bad characters in Gyaungwaing Village across the river 
that had long been giving trouble. 

(iv) The establishment of the patrol post in Campbell Road, referred to in the 
1913 report, has had a markedly good effect in the prevention of crime along this 
hitherto unprotected northern border of the Municipality. Indications however 
are not wanting to show that a similar step will have to be taken at the top of 
<okine Hill. With my present staff I am only able to spare one beat for this 
large area, which abounds with large densely wooded and dark compounds. 

No organized gang of burglars has been at work during the year. 
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(v) Excluding the 10 cases in which investigation was refused, there were 66 
true cases as against 84 in the previous year under serial No. 29 (house-trespass 
or house-breaking) Class III and the percentage of convictions to true cases 


investigated has risen to 65 from 52. Under Sections 457, 458 and 459, Indian.

The total value of property stolen in these cases under Sections 457, 458 and 
459, Indian Penal Code, amounted to Rs. 7,554 as against Rs. 23,207 inthe previous 
year and the recoveries are Rs. 1,862 in 1914 and Rs. 777 in 1913, the percentage 
of recoveries thus rising to 25 from 4. 

In g of the 50 cases no property was taken and in 24 cases the property was 


valued at less than Rs. 100, in 14 cases at less than Rs. 500, in 1 case at less 


than Rs. 1,000 and in 2 cases over Rs. 1,000. 
The net result of crime under Class III as a whole has been a reduction in 
the number of offences and a marked improvement in the measure of success

Here also the net result hus been a decrease in the number of offences and 
an improvement in detection. The large decrease in thefts noted in the 1913 
report has been maintained. 

Attention is drawn to the remarks in the 1913 report in connection with the 
unsatisfactory state of lighting in the Kemmendine quarter and in Windsor, Boun- 
dary, Churchill, Kokine and Lake Roads. Attention has been called for the past 
many years to the unlighted back drainage spaces in the Town, but the Munici- 
pality have not moved in the matter yet. Until these places are adequately 
lighted no great impression can be made on the volume of crime.

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25. Property stolen and recovered.—The total value of property stolen under 
all classes of crime amounted to Rs. 1,19,326 as compared with Rs. 1,50,907 in 
the previous year and the total recoveries are Rs. 45,491, or 38 per cent., as against 
Rs. 36,470, or 24 per cent. The year of report thus shows a very considerable 
improvement. 7 

26. Exctse Act.—During the year under report 903 prosecutions were institu- 
ted, of which 843, or 93 per cent., ended in conviction as compared with 730 prose- 
cutions In 19143, of which 671, or 92 per cent., ended in conviction. 

Of this total of g03 prosecutions the Police claim credit for 229, of which 224 
ended in conviction and 5 in acquittal or discharge. 

Relations between the Police andthe Excise Department continue to be 
satisfactory. 

27. Opium Act.—The police registers show that 455 prosecutions were 
instituted under the Opium Act, of which 428, or 94 per cent., ended in conviction as 
against 530 prosecutions, of which 502, or 95 per cent., ended in conviction. The 
police can be credited with only 45 cases Out of this total, 44 of which ended in 
conviction and one in acquittal. 

Three Burmans and 2 Chinamenitwere prosecuted under Section 3 of the Opium 
Amendment Act and all were convicted. The persons selected for prosecution 
were men of standing and not petty hawkers. 

28. Gambling Act.— During the year there were zI cases sent up for trial, 
all of which ended in conviction as against 11 cases with 10 convictions in 1913. 

I am glad to be able to report that, with the assistance of the Chinese Advi- 
sory Board, | have been able to reduce very considerably the number of Chinese 
clubs in the Town. Before action was taken there were 28 of these so-called 
clubs and their vratson ad’etre was gambling pure and _ simple. The 
clubs have now been reduced to nine in number and the office-bearers in 
each of these are the headmen of the several Chinese societies. Lists of mem- 
bers have also been drawn up and supplied to me and [ hope soon with the aid of the 
Chinese Advisory Board to ensure that only members are admitted to the clubs. 
‘At present a good deal of gambling still goes on at these clubs, outsiders being 
admitted freely as guests, but the great reduction in the number of bogus clubs 
has reduced the amount of gambling to a very considerable extent. The ideal 
aimed at, namely the admission of members only, will take time to accomplish, 
as | am forced to move slowly where this pet vice of the Chinese community is 
concerned. The clubs have been removed.to side streets and Burmans and 
other races are strictly excluded. 1am satisfied that the progress made has 
been very substantial. 

29. Arms Act.—Twenty-one cases were instituted, of which 19 ended in con- 
viction and 2 in acquittal. In connection with these cases four revolvers, two 
Martini-Henri rifles, two American rifles, one double-barrel gun, one pistol, one 
rook-rifle and the barrel of a gun were recovered. Two hundred and seven 
rounds of ammunition, a large number of empty cartridge cases, 15 Gurkha knives, 
10 daggers and one spear were also seized and confiscated. 

Action under the Arms Act was most vigorously prosecuted before the out- 
break of the war and great credit is due to Mr. Bell, Deputy Superintendent, who 
was placed on special duty in Rangoon and the surrounding districts for the ener- 
getic action taken by him. The figures given above by no means illustrate all the 
action taken by Mr. Bell, as several of the cases of the lending out of firearms 
by so-called hunters find places in the records of the districts in which Mr. Bell 
operated. 

In addition to actual prosecutions, the provisions of Judicial Department Circular 
No. 27 of 1910 have been vigorously applied to all persons of doubtful nationality 
and this has resulted in the confiscation and sale (sale proceeds made over to 
owners) of the firearms:of numerous persons who had hitherto claimed exemp- 
tion under serial No. 13 of Schedule I of the Indian Arms Rules of 1909. 

On representations made, the several Volunteer Corps also took vigorous 
action in weeding out undesirables who had enlisted for the sole purpose of 
ae arms which they could not otherwise hold by virtue of registration 
alone. 
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I have reason to believe that the combined action taken by Rangoon and the 
Surrcunding districts resulted in a considerable reduction in the number of armed 
dacolits. 

30. (i) Rangoon Police Act, Sections 30 and 31.—A considerable increase in 
the number of prosecutions and a slight falling off of one per cent. in the figure of 
merit mark the police action under these important sections. The comparative 
figures are 413 prosecutions with 378 or g2 per cent. of convictions in 1914 as 
against 310 prosecutious with 287 or 93 per cent. convictions in 1913. This large 
increase of prosecutions illustrates the vigilance of the night patrols in Rangoon. 

(ii) Sections 43A and 43B.—An agitation against what has hitherto been 
known as the permissive or segregated area, was started during the year by 
a Mr. John Cowen and the Vigilance Society. This agitation has ultimated in 
Government abolishing the segregated area by the extension to it of the provisions 
of Section 43B, Rangoon Police Act. 

Vigorous action has been taken against all brothels the inmates of which 
advertise their calling by flaunting themselves on their doorsteps and by open doors 
and windows. The action taken resulted inthe dispersion of these unfortunate 
women throughout the town, and this, at first caused considerable indignation 
among the inhabitants of areas which had hitherto been free from these women, 
but strict regulation by the police has now got the matter well in hand. 

31. Lepers Act.—Only 2 lepers were dealt with during the year. 

32. Bad Iivelihood.—The number of prosecutions under Sections 109 and 110, 
Criminal Procedure Code, have fallen from 13 in 1913 to4 in 1914. Three out 
of the four cases ended in conviction. The falling off in the number of cases is 
accounted for by the increase in the number of prosecutions under Sections 30 


and 31, Rangooon Police Act.

Five proclaimed offenders of previous years were arrested.dufing the 
year. The police were also successful in arresting 44 absconders who were 
wanted for offences committed in other districts. 

36. Drunkenness.—There were 1,512 prosecutions with 1,371 convictions for 
drunkenness during the year as against 1,422 with 1,246 convictions during the 
previous year, an increase of go cases only.

37. Female emigration fron Madras.—There is nothing of any interest to 
note under this head. 

_ 38. Beat patrols.—The increase in the number of prosecutions under Sec- 
tions 30 and 31, Rangoon Police Act, and the decrease in the number of offences 
against property bear eloquent testimony to the efficiency of the patrolling 
accomplished during the year. Owing to the shortage in the force, due to the 
impossibility of obtaining suitable recruits, the old pernicious system of 3 men to a 
beat has been reverted to in many stations and the men are much overworked in 
consequence. 

39. Headmen.—Much valuable work has been done by ward-headmen and 
elders, and prompt recognition of all assistance keeps their interests alive in their 
duties. A better class of headmen have been obtained and the post is much 
sought after. | 

40. E'scapes.—Four escapes from police custody occurred during the year, 
all the men however being recaptured. Two escapes occurred from police-stations 
and two from the Second Additional Magistrate’s Court. 

41. Punitive Police.—Nil. 

42. F¥res.—Seventeen fires and 18 alarms were attended by the police. A 
Gurkha constable who rushed into a burning house and rescued an infant was 
awarded the King’s Police Medal for bravery. 

43. Municipal bye-laws.—A further increase of 1,660 prosecutions is 
recorded, the number in 1914 being 15,458 as against 13,7y8 in 1913. 


44. European Police.—The strength of European sergeants has remained statement D. 


unchanged and the conduct of the force has been good. Two sergeants resigned 
during the year and one was invalided. The strength of the force is insufficient 
to deal with the rapidly increasing traffic of the town and the increase in the 
number of places of public entertainment. An increase of 10 sergeants has been 
sanctioned with effect from the 1st March 1915, provided that funds can be made 
available to meet the additional cost, and I am now awaiting the necessary funds 
being placed at my disposal.

This large decrease may be attributed to several European sergeants having 
been diverted to duties in connection with the searching of ships arriving in the 


port, to gharry and rickshaw stands having been provided, thus preventing loitering, 
to hackney carriage drivers understanding the rules of the road better and to 
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tiie Municipality having taken over all encroachment duties, a special Municipal 
staff having been provided for the purpose. There has also been a great diminution 
in the number of beggars since the vigorous action taken against them in 1913. 


45. Port Police.—As previously mentioned in paragraph 13 of this report 
the Port Police have been saddled with many additional duties in consequence of 
the war, but, inspite of this, owing to the force having been relieved of all 
land duties, it has been able to devote much energy to the regulation of river traffic 
and to the enforcement oi Port and Harbour Laws. During the year there were 
2,744 prosccutions instituted for breaches of the Port and Harbour rules, 2,468 
of which ended in conviction, 82 in discharge, acquittal or withdrawal, and 194 
were pending at the clcse of the year. In these cases 2,749 persons were proceeded 
against, of whom 2,471 were convicted, 84 discharged or acquitted, and 194 
remained pending at the close of the year. The fines realized amounted to Rs. 
25,267 as against Rs. 9,638 in the previous year, and lis. 96,030 passenger and 
cargo boat license fees were collected with the assistance of the police. 

The above figures are a great advance on those of 1913.

46. Town Lock-up—Six thousand, one hundred and sixty persons passed 
through the lock-up as against 5,398 in the previous year, or an increase of 762 
persons.

43. Hackney Carriage Department.—The working of this department has 
been well supervised during the year by Chief Inspector Mr. Deane. At the 
commencement considerable friction arose owing to the machinations of three 
men who constituted themselves as the spokesmen of owners and drivers, but my 
refusal to recognize them as such, soon put an end to the trouble. During the 
year, two sample gharries to carry only three passengers, were built and approv- 
ed by the Committee appointed for the purpose, and this pattern of gharry will be 
adopted as universal from the 1st January 1920. Inthe meantime to cover the 
hiatus between now and then, the front seats of gharries have been boxed in so as 
to allow seating accommodation to one person only. Very few new and good 
gharries have been brought in and licensed during the year. Mr. Deane has 
worked hard and well and has shown considerable tact in his dealings with owners 
and drivers. 

49. Services of officers—I held charge of the Commissionership and 
Mr. E. C. S. Shuttleworth of the Assistant Commissionership throughout the year. 
Mr. H. D. Lucas, District Superintendent of Police, held charge of the Central 
Division, Mr. E, Brown, Deputy Superintendent, of the Eastern Division, and 
Mr. Austin, Deputy Superintendent, of the Port Division, throughout the year. 
Captain Gould, I.A., District Superintendent of Police, held charge of the Western 
Division up to the 12th December 1914 when he was recalled to Military duty, 
being relieved by Mr. Reynolds, officiating District Superintendent of Police.
